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HYACINTH 

Plant  in  open  ground,  in  good  rich  soil,  from 
October  to  January,  covering  to  the  depth  of 
from  four  to  six  inches.  (For  pot  culture,  plant 
in  five-inch  pots,  leaving  one-third  of  the  bulb 
exposed.  Keep  in  a cool,  dark  place  five  or  six 
weeks  till  the  roots  are  fully  developed,  then 
gradually  inure  to  the  light.
